T. G. Patton And Others 
Defendants In Suit By 
Diamond Springs Man 


A complaint was filed in Superior 
Court Wednesday afternoon in be- 
half of Enos D. Butts, of Diamond 
Springs, against Thomas G. Patton 
and three “Doe defendants” as in- 
dividuals and as officers of El Do- 
rado Gold Mines, Ltd., a corpora- 
tion. 

The complaint prays that a re- 
ceiver be named for the company; 
that there be an accounting of the 
company’s funds; that the owners 
of capital stock of the concern be 
ascertained and a meeting of them 
called; that the defendants be re- 
strained from disposing of the prop- 
erty or assets of the concern; and 
that lessees of the company’s prop- 
erty be required to account with 
and pay to an officer of the court 
any funds in which they are obli- 
gated to the company under the 
terms of their lease. 

The action was brought by Attor- 
ney T. S. Marlor in behalf of Mr. 
Butts for himself, and as assignee 
of the interests claimed in the com- 
pany by J. R. Butts and Henry D. 
Butts. 

The complaint charges that a 
prospectus of the company issued 
by Blanchet and Company, of 347 
Fifth Avenue, New York, claimed 
that as of October 15, 1936, Mrs. 
Patton owned the property of the 
company and had acquired 160 
acres at a cost of $20,000 and had 
expended $30,000 in development, 
whereas, it is charged, Mr. Patton 
well Knew that the property be- 
longed to one Fox and that no 
money had been spent for develop- 
ment, save and except the fees in 
connection with locations and fees 
to the recorder. 

It is charged that the un-named@ 
defendants aided and abetted Mr.
